He said the job of Congrc-s 
is to exercise "collective judg­ 
ment as to the measures that 
should be passed in the pub­ 
lic interest.”

Disarmament will not come 
overnight and the question of (iermany will 
not be settled in a single session around 
the conference table. China will not be elim­ 
inated as a major bottleneck to peace by

A Confused Picture 


The case of Cary l Chessman went to its 
finale and he is dead. Bui il may not be 
the end of the story . 
The reading and listening world made 
the Chessman case an international sub­ 
ject, and in many countries, as well as 
the Enited States, his execution aroused 
strong feelings agaiiLst capital punishment. 
The United States, which permits capital 
punishment, but in most eases does not 
practice il, has become a target of criti­ 
cism. 
In a way it is rcas.suriiig that enlight­ 
ened people have reached the stage where 
they are repelled by the thought of society 
practicmg revenge even against 
persons 
convicted of the darkest of crimes. It is 
a sign that the modern world can distin­ 
guish between justice and revenge and 
that is a compliment to the vast majority 
of people who are law abiding. 
But it is unfortunate that the outlaw has 
not made such moral progress. .\s in the 


beginning he takes no counsel of the law, 
of m< rcy , nor of human regard when a 
victim falls into Ins control 
He has only 
advanced to the point of calling upon the 
law 
a.< a device to defend against pun- 
i.-shmenl and to protect his resolution to 
contirue to be an outlaw 
The question of capital punishment is 
one thing and the nci’essity tor adeuua.c 
protection of society against the scofflavv 
is quit'' another. .\nd the two should not 
be contusi'd by the case of Cary l Chess­ 
man or any other dramatic instance espe­ 
cially one which over a long period 
a t­ 
tempts to make t!ie case against capital 
punishment a detense against conviction 
of specific crimes. 
This much is .still certain. Justice is a 
two wav street. Thi.s great civilized ma- 
jonls 
which accepts the restraints and 
constraints of the law is eijually entitled 
to the protecliun ot the same law against 
those lutbless few who will not. 


A Poor Move 


Refusal of I’resident Eisenhower to re­ 
nominate William R. Connole to the Fed­ 
eral Power Commission is more than a 
political blunder. Connole had gained wide­ 
spread popularity in his home slate of Con­ 
necticut and throughout the Flast for his 
consistent efforts to hold down the price of 
natural gas. 
Granting no close examination of the EPC 
records, it is believed that someone with 
Connolc’s interest is much needed on the 
EPC. At no time has it been indicated that 
his actions have been prejudiced against the 
gas companies. Xo one has been able to ac­ 
cuse him of deny ing the companies any in­ 
creases they could support in fact. The 
President merely said that the commission 
m em bers should represent the inteiTst of 
the entire economy , not one special seg­ 
ment of It. 
But where has Connole violated even this 
nebulous statement of philosophy ? When a 
commissioner attempts to see to it that the 
interests of the general public arc pro­ 


tected to the best of hi.s ability , this is cer­ 
tainly the interest of the entire economy . 
By doing this, it does not mean that the gas 
suppliers are discriminated against. Rut the 
burden of proof in support of rate increases 
rests with these companies. 
If they fail to produce such proof, then 
they are entitled to no increase in rates. 
Connole has simply attempted to make them 
do what tliey are charged with doing—prove 
their cases. When they have failed to do so, 
the natural beneficiary has been the con­ 
sumer and this has resulted in the Presi­ 
dent’s refusal to recommend Connole for 
another term. 
Natural gas producers do not appear to 
be in need of any assistance from the FT’C. 
Hales have gone up consistently over the 
y ears and have been fought, but only with 
limited success, by such retailers as Cen­ 
tral Electric and Gas Co. of Lincoln. ,\p- 
parcnlly what is wanted is an EPC stacked 
in favor of the producers and wholesale dis­ 
tributors. 


Green Light For Pact 


The House this week gave its approval 
to a Nebraska-Kansas compact for sharing 
waters of the Blue River. The ease with 
which the proposal found its way through 
the House gives rise to the belief that the 
rest of the path toward ultimate realiza­ 
tion will not be too difiiculi. 
The news is significant. The Blue is one 
ot the few' remaining rivers, cro.'^sing state 
lines, to move into position for conservation 
and flood control development. And at long 
last it has taken on resources value in the 
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ey es ot those who reside in its valley . This 
indicates that the river will come under 
development in some calculable period. The 
form and extent of the development must 
await the outcome of negotiations between 
the two .states for in what proportion the 
water is to be shared depends the extent 
to which each slate may plan the facilities 
lor its use. The long standing good neigh­ 
borship between Kansas and Nebraska in­ 
dicates that mutually satisfacloi'y covenants 
will not be hard to reach. .A precedent is 
to be found in the harmony winch attended 
the development of the three-state Repub­ 
lican river — a stream that sources in 
Colorado, loops through Nebraska before it 
enters Kansas as a major tributary of the 
Kansas river. 
The changing mood toward river control 
in eastern Nebraska is none too soon 
It 
was hardly more than a decade ago thai 
the Blue Valley evidenced resolute resis­ 
tance to proposals for flood control and ir- 
ligation planning. But hard experience is 
changing that. Continued erosion of the soil 
and the rising production figures of other 
regions wiiere managed water is making 
the difference have combined to pose a 
hard problem for eastern Nebraska. Albeit 
a misfiring federal farm administration has 
produced its share of woe. there is a still 
deeper concern. 
An 
area that 
averages 
scarcely more than 30 bushels of corn to 
the acre, good and bad seasons considered, 
IS losing the competitive battle to the re- 
gions where conservation and water m a n ­ 
agement are producing 130 bushels.

Truman, under heav y pres­ 
sure pro and co n, v eto ed the 
bill. Senato rs Jo hnso n, Kerr 
and their suppo rters man­ 
ag ed in the ensuing mo nths, 
ho wev er,

Olds,

pleased (hem. and EPC has 
no t been the same since. Ei­ 
senho wer merely co ntinued 
the ero sio n already beg un. 
I here is still another new 
factor in today 's picture be­ 
sides the question of Corco- 
ran-EPC ethics. 
It is that 
Johnson today is a candi­ 
date for pre.sident and thus 
on the defensive in the big 
consumer stales for his role 
as protector of the oil-gas 
interests so important to his 
state of Texas.

bered that Senator Kerr pur­ 
sued vainly the presidency in 
1952, his utter failure being 
largely linked to his gas bill.

Cor­ 
coran is supporting Johnson 
for president and is widely 
understood to be one of his 
campaign adviscr.s.

Ok lahoma, still doing a fast-burn because the NC.A.\ 
snck ed the Sooners with indefinite probation, has tak en a 
‘■we’ll .show 'em ” attitude. 
Athletic Dut< tor and Football Coach Bud W’ilk inson 
has book ed a home ^nd home series with the Univ ersity 
of Hawaii, starting with a Sooner junk et to Honolulu in 1961. 
If Oklahoma doesn’t have any better luck with Hawaii 
than Nebraska did, the Sooners may find they’re cutting 
off their noses to spite their faces. 
In 1954 the Cornhusk ers—then bossed by George (Potsy) 
Clark and coached by Bill Glassford—trav eled to Hawaii 
on a gigantic whoopee-cruise that resulted in a financial 
lemon, a pitiful showing in the Orange Bowl and a storm 
of protc.st against Glassford the following September, 
The Husk ers trounced the Rainbows. 50-0, at Honolulu, 
then treated the Orange Bowl game as a ho-hum trip, and 
understandably so. Hawaii had the last laugh, particularly 
in the pock et book department. 
When the Rainbows bombed NU 6-0 the next fall, 
Glassford’s days were numbered, despite the fact that 
Bill’s 1955 team finished second in the Big 7 race. But the 
Hawaiians will always be remembered as the school which 
forged one of the sweetest financial deals of all time. 
Big Giveaway 
Nebrask a, apparently so eager to see Waik ik i'Beach 
that nothing else mattered, agreed to v isit Honolulu for 
a $5,000 guarantee. And as a clincher, the Husk ers gav e 
the .Rainbows $25,000 to whip them the following season. 
NU’s loss—in dollars—on the 1954 trip was pegged at 
$18,914.24» and would hav e been higher except for the fact 
that Bill Orwig, who succeeded Clark a.s athletic director, 
work ed Hawaii for an extra $1,358.62 abov e the original 
guarantee. 
Wilk inson hasn’t announced financial details of the 
Sooncr-Rainbow tieiip, and possibly the money angle isn’t 
bothering OU.

The need for developing a 
long-range flood control pro­ 
gram is “ bey ond the dollar 
measure when vou consider 


the loss resulting from the 
inactivity of previous y ears,” 
said Conrad. 
As he opened the confer­ 
ence. Gov. Brooks recalled 
the Republican River flood of 
1935 in which 112 lives were 
lost and millions of dollars of 
property were destroy ed, and 
the 
1947 
Republican 
River 
fliKxl which destroy ed one 
fourth of the town of Cam­ 
bridge and took 3 lives 
“ Those dangers no longer 
exist” because of flood con­ 
trol projects developed in that 
area, said the governor, add­ 
ing that the region used to 
be known as the “ flood coun­ 
try , and is now known as 
the dam country .” 


In reference to Operation 
On Guard, instituted by the 
Governor’s Office to prepare 
for the spring floods. Brooks 
called it “ one of the most 
successful 
forewarning

vices” ever used by a govern­ 
ment agency , and said Tues­ 
day ’s conference was called 
“ to discuss way s and means 
of averting these dangers.” 
During the conference. Col.
